Net Value of Production is the sum available for payment of wages, interest, rent, depreciation, other overhead costs, 
and for the producer’s own income and profit. For Primary Production it is derived by deducting all marketing costs 
and the cost of goods used in production (seed, fertilizer, pickling, sprays, dips, fodder, fuel and oil, etc.) from the 
value realized “‘ at the D prot market.” For Manufacturing, it is obtained by deducting the cost of goods con- 
sumed in the process 0: 


production (i.e., materials used, fuel, power and light, lubricating oil and water, repairs to 


plant and buildings, tools replaced and containers and packings) from the selling value “‘ at the factory door.”
